S.O. 2454. — -In errrc'se of the powers onferred by sub-section f X) of Section 4 of the Estate 
Duty Act i9?3, (34 of 19J3), *he Ct tual Government he :ty appomts the persons, whose names 
ate given in the appendh- as Valueu for the purpose of the said Act for a petlcd of five years from 
the date of this Notification. 

2. The scale of cV ^es for the icmanera on of ValrerB appointed by the Central Govt. <hr 
valuing any property shall be e 3 fixed below and no such valuer shall charge a fee at a scale higher 
than the scale -0 fin :d: 

Provided that where two or more propeT'cs are required to be valued : — 

(0 by a Comm’ttee of Arbit.^'on or t 1 a third Valuer in pu.suance of a single order, or 

(ii) by a Valuer, in pursuance of a s'ny'e referen e made by a Controller of Estate Duty 
or at the instance of any accountable petton, 

all sc' ■ properties shall be deemed to constitute a s : ngle unit of property for the purpose of fixing 
the fee payable to the Committee or the Valuer, as the cast may be; 
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Provided further that where the same property or properties required to be valued by the same 
Committee of Arbitration, or, as the case may be, by the same Valuer, is or are common to more 
than one case and the valuation relates to the same date, the Committee of Artbitration or the valuer 
shall be entitled to chrge fees at the scale fixed below only in one case and in the remaining case 
or cases the said Committee of Arbitration or Valuer shall be entitled to charge fees not exceeding 
rupees one hundred per case.(
